Democrats Count On Public Sympathy 
To Rally Support For Dean Acheson

Democrataic leaders counted to- 
day on American sympathy for the 
underdog in attempts to rally sup- 
port for Secretary of State Ache- 
son in the face of formal GOP de- 
mands for his ouster. 
Two influential Democratic Sen- 
ators who didn't want to be quoted 
by name told reporters they think 
public reaction to the Republican 
stand may help solidify support for 
Acheson if he stays on. 


Truman Reported Adamant. 


One high administration authori- 


ty who asked not to be named said 
President Truman is "absolutely de- 
iiermined" to stick by Acheson and 
' has no Intention of yielding to the 


Republican groups in both the Sen- 
ate and House which voted last 
Friday their belief that Acheson 
has lost the confidence of the 
Vountry and should be replaced. 


On Ihe other hand, there were re- 
ports circulating In Congress- of a 
possible triple-play move by Presi- 
dent Truman to quiet the GOP op- 
position. 
These reports—and they weren't 


vouched for by anyone in authori- 
ty—were to the effect that if Ach- 
eson quits Truman might ask Chief 
Justice Fred Vlnson to leave the 
Supreme court and take over the 
state portfolla. 


If this happened, It was said At- 


torney General McGrath might be 
in line for a court appointment 
and Clark Clifford, former Presi- 
dential adviser now in private prac- 
tice here, for attorney general. 
Senator Brewster 
(R-Me), has 


suggested the first of these moves. 
He called Vinson a Democrat "who 
would command the compile confi- 
dence of Congress and the coun- 
try in an attempt to rehabilitate 
the tragic situation which we face." 


Some OOP's Disappointed.

NEW DELHI, Dec. 18.— UP)— The 
bpdies of hundreds of dead and 
dying Indians today were reported 
strewn in roads around a village of 
Orissa State as cholera 
raged 


among seekers of a "divine all cure" 
medicine distributed by a 12-year- 
old cowherd. 


Five hundred persons reportedly 
already are dead in the village of 
Rantali, In eastern India. 
Several 


hundred more were said to be in 
a serious condition. 


Hundreds of thousands of enthu- 
siasts in the past six weeks have 
crowded Into the little village to get 
the herbal medicine, which the 
young cowherd, Nepal Baba, said 
was given him by divine dispensa- 
tion. 


An official committee after an 
investigation said the medicine was 
not effective. Nepal Baba has an- 
nounced he will not distribute the 
medicine for two months, but the 
two statements have had little ef- 
fect on the mass hysteria. 


Cholera broke out among the pil- 
grims on Friday. Infected persons 
travelling home began 
spreading 
the disease in neighboring States. 


With some 60,000 pilgrims stran- 
ded In the area, the Orissa govern- 
ment is sponsoring mass inocula- 
tions and is arranging 
special 
trains, buses and trucks to evacu- 
ate those threatened. 
Mass crema- 


tions also are being held to check 
the spread of the plague.

BRUSSELS, Belgium, Dec. 18.— 
(/P)—U. S. Army secretary Frank 
Pace warned the North Atlantic 
Allies today they are "far 
from 


ready" to withstand a Communist 
assault on Western Europe. 


Opening a two-day meeting of 


Atlantic defense and foreign min- 
isters gathered to complete plans 
for 
a 
unified 
European 
army, 
Pace told the defense chiefs the 
U. S. will aid itp partners' defense 
efforts only If it is "fully convinc- 
ed'1 each nation Is doing all it can 
to help Itself. 
U. S. Moves Cited. 


Pace is representing U. S. De- 
fense Secretary George C. Mar- 
shall at the meetings. He said: 
•• "The American people already 
have stepped up their prepared- 
ness and plan for even greater 
sacrifices in the next year, x x x 
In the U. S. all our effirts 
are 


now being geared to expedite the 
organization of our military forces 
and the production of munitions. 
"I know you share with us an 
appreciation of the urgency of the 
situation and the need for speed 
in your own efforts," he told the 
ministers.

opened at 4:30 p. m. (9:30 a. m. 
GST) to take 
decisions 
which 
Chairman Paul Van Zeeland of 
Belgium said "may have a vital 
effect on the future of the free 
world."

Assets Of Red 
China In United 
States Frozen 


WASHINGTON, -Dec. 18— l/P)— 
The United States has frozen all as- 
sets of Red China in this country 
and barred American 
ships and 
planes from calling at Communist 
Chinese ports. 


The 
state department, In 
an- 


nouncing the economic sanctions 
Saturday night, said the freeze on 
transactions is to prevent Chinese 
funds here from being used against 
the United Nations in Korea. 
In addition to barring vessels and 
aircraft from all ports controlled 
by the Chinese Reds, the order pro- 
hibits them from handling cargo 
anywhere in the world If shipping 
company or airline officials have 
reason to believe anv of the goods 
are destined "directly or indirect- 
ly for Communnist China." 
Previous orders prohibit U. S. 


carriers from handling war-useful 
goods anywhere which might reach 
Red China or any other Russian 
satellite. And rigid controls have 
been imposed on all shipments from 
the .U. S. to China, or British Hong 
Kong and Portuguese Macao, Im- 
portant ports at China's door. 
The treasury clampdoyn on Red 
Chinese assets applies also to^Noi«i 
Koreans, but the state department 
said this step was "purely admin- 
istrative," that North Korean hold- 
ings here are negligible.

A treasury official estimated that 


Chinese assets in -the U. S. might 
total some $202,000,000 primarily in 
such short term holdings as bank 
deposits, bonds and notes.

The corn figure is 25,573,000 bush-

bushels forecast a month ago.

compared with last year's revised 
estimate of 3,379,436,000 bushels and 
the ten-year (1939-48) average of 
2,900,932,000 bushels. 


The wheat estimated is 16,686,000 


bushels more than the 1,010,069,000 
bushels forecast a month ago. 
It 


compared with last year's revised 
estimate of 1,141,188,000 bushels and 
the ten-year average of 1,031,312,000. 


The wheat crop was made up of 


750,666,000 bushels of winter wheat, 
36,084,000 bushels of durum wheat 
and 240,025,000 bushels of spring 
wheat other than durum.

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Truman Requests 
More Authority 
Over Contracts 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—UP)— 


President Truman told his con- 
gressional leaders today he needs 
additional powers jn the fields of 
government contracts and organiz- 
ation in order to deal with the 
world crisis. 
Speaker Rayburn (D-Tex) said 
after a 90-mlnute White 
House 


conference that Truman indicated 
he would send a specific request 
to the capitol aa soon as the nec- 
essary papers could be drafted.

Strategic Bombing Can Help Western

Vandenberg's word that strategic 
bombing can help an outnumbered 
land army save Western Europe 
from an aggressor. 
The Air Force's chief of staff re- 


affirmed his confidence in strategic 
air war (the destruction of an en- 
emy's munitions-producing centers) 
in his most recent Capitol Hill ap- 
pearance to testify on new mili- 
tary appropriations requests. 


Value Long Debated. 


The value of strategic air war has 
been debated for a decade, since the 
first days of World War II. Stra- 
tegic aid war now is one of the 
major components of the defensive 
plans of the American joint chiefs 
of staff, of which Vandenberg Is a 
member. 
But the argument goes on. The 


question bobbed up again when a 
House appropriations military sub- 
committee heard testimony of air 
force officials recently. 


Chairman Mahon (D-Tex) told 


Vandenberg there are "some mis- 
guided Americans and Air Force 


enthusiasts x x x who have mlscal- 
ulated the capacity of air power to 
win a war or a battle." Mahon ad- 
ded that "of course, nobody in the 
military establishment, nor 
any 


well-informed person, has held that 
view." He said he wanted the Air 
Force's comment. Vandenberg then 
summed up the Air Force's views 
about air power in grand strategy, 
saying this: 


Korea can't be taken as an ex- 


ample because in that war zone 
there is an "inviolate border and 
you can't use strategic air in full 
measure."

es and assembling points for the 
masses of 
Chinese Red 
troops 


which have overwhelmed United 
Nations ground forces. Under ques- 
tioning, Vandenberg said the Yalu 
was made inviolate by decision of 
the United Nations. 


No European "Borders." 


But "if we are now talking about 


Europe, where there are no borders 
that we cannot cross," the situation

Previously they had main- 
tained that one Communist 
state could not and would 
not attack another. It must 
be so, for Karl Marx him- 
self had said so.

them to reconsider the Rus-

seizure 
of Esthonia, 


Latvia and Lithuania, in the 
1939 pact with Hitler, and 
the annexation of • Eastern 
Poland.

while Russia might be Com- 
munist in theory, in practice 
it is Fascist, and that so far 
from eschewing force it has 
made force the keystone of 
its foreign policy. This view 
has been advanced by Mlov-

cial, in a series of articles in 
Boerba, the organ of the Yu- 
goslav Communists. He says 
that today's struggle is not 
between 
Communism and 


capitalism, but between cap- 
talism and the Soviet type 


of Fascist state capitalism.

distinction between the tw 
sides, Yugoslav should sup 
port what it considers th 
less dangerous.
